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The Strong 
Rochester, New York 

The Strong, located in Rochester, New York, is a highly interactive 
museum devoted to the history and exploration of play and houses 
the world s largest and most comprehensive collection of historical 
materials related to play. Margaret Woodbury Strong, a prolific 
collector of everyday objects, especially dolls and toys, founded 
The Strong in 1968 under the name “Margaret Woodbury Strong 
Museum of Fascination.” Before she died in 1969, she bequeathed 
her considerable estate to help support the museum, and 13 years 
later it opened in a new 156,000-square-foot building on 13.5 acres in 
downtown Rochester, New York. Now known simply as The Strong, it 
spans more than 282,000 square feet and serves global audiences on- 
site at the museum, online, and through the work of its International 
Center for the History of Electronic Games, the National Toy Hall 
of Fame, the Brian Sutton- Smith Library and Archives of Play, the 
Woodbury School, and the American Journal of Play. 

Born in 1897, Margaret Woodbury Strong grew up an only child in 
a wealthy family of collectors. Her father, John Charles Woodbury 
(1859-1937), collected coins and recorded life events in scrapbooks. 
Her mother, Alice Motley Woodbury (1859-1933), collected 19th- 
century Japanese objects dart. Margarets collecting interests ranged 
so widely and her methods assumed such aggressive proportions 
that by the late 1960s, she had amassed more than 27,000 dolls and 
a seemingly endless number of middle-class American household 


objects spread over more than 50 categories. The vast majority of her 
collections, however, related in some way to play, and she earned a 
particular reputation for her outstanding collection of dolls and toys. 

The Strongs coin collection was largely accumulated by Margaret 
Strong s father, John Woodbury. Woodbury served as president of the 
Woodbury Whip Company, one of the nations largest buggy whip 
makers. He also associated with Rochester photographic innovator 
George Eastman and had become one of the earliest investors in 
Eastman Kodak. Financially secure, Woodbury retired in 1910 with 
the means and opportunity to pursue personal interests, including 
coin collecting. As the ninth president of the Rochester Numismatic 
Association, Woodbury stood among the prominent collectors of 
his time. 

In 1989, numismatic expert Henry Grunthal appraised The Strongs 
coin collection. His evaluation supported the museums decision 
in 1990 to deaccession 4,900 coins that Stacks auctioned later that 
year. Now, more than two decades later, The Strong continues to 
review and refine all its collections to best support its mission and 
its interpretive goals. The items in this sale represent the latest stage 
in The Strongs continuous process of developing an outstanding 
collection focused on the subject of play. Funds from the sale of the 
museums numismatic materials will be dedicated to new acquisitions 
and the care and preservation of objects in its collection. 
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The David Gray Collection 



As he became more serious about his collection, the first dealer 
who helped was Mike Dunnegan. Mike introduced David to Frank 
Sedwick and from that point the collection really grew Frank 
encouraged David to narrow his interests down to one area and he 
picked the coins of Mexico from 1732 through 1734. This became the 
focus of the collection, although David still gathered other coins of 
interest. Sedwick also steered David to other dealers who could help 
in building the cabinet, such as Richard Long, Richard Ponterio, and 
Pat Johnson. It was mainly through this group of numismatists that 
the collection was developed over the past quarter of a century. 


David Gray was born in Atlanta, Georgia in 1960 and has remained a 
resident of that city for his entire life, graduating from Georgia Tech 
with a Bachelor s degree. He is currently a partner in an engineering 
and sales firm in Atlanta where he lives with his wife, Melanie and 
their 13 -year old daughter. His father, Glenn (who David credits for 
starting him down the collecting path) and his mother, Virginia, also 
remain in the Atlanta area. 


Davids interest in collecting coins started before the age of 10, when 
he and his father would use a metal detector to search for coins on 
Civil War battlefields in Marietta, Georgia and on the coast of North 
Carolina. He found his first Mexican coin using the metal detector 
with his dad in Edenton, North Carolina. It was a one- reale in pretty 
decent shape as it had never been in the ocean -- this coin is not 
included in the current sale. This started David on his collection of 
Spanish colonial coins. 
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The George Gund III Collection 


George Gund III was a native of Cleveland and a longtime resident 
of San Francisco. He divided his time between San Francisco, 
New York City, and the entire world, wherever his involvement in 
art, independent film, ice hockey, and philanthropy took him. He 
acquired most of his coin collection during the 1970s and 1980s, and 
the far-reaching geography represented by his collection is indicative 
of his love for travel, as well as his respect and enthusiasm for cultures 
around the globe. 

As part of a family distinguished for wide-ranging philanthropy, Mr. 
Gund was a trustee of the George Gund Foundation, a Cleveland- 
based organization created by his father in 1952 and known for its 
support of innovative community and national programs. He was 
a co-founder of the Lee and Gund Foundation, and he served on 
the boards of the National Museum of the American Indian, George 
Gustav Heye Centre in NYC, the Musical Arts Foundation (Cleveland 
Orchestra), and the Western Folklife Center in Elko, Nevada. He was 
also a member of the Sierra Club National Advisory Board. 


UC Berkeley Art Museum and Pacific Film Archive, a trustee of the 
Sundance Institute, and a former member of the Ohio Film Bureau. 
He was also a member of the Committee on Film of the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York. He served as a juror at the Moscow and 
Istanbul International Film Festivals, as well as at other film festivals 
and institutions throughout the world. 

Mr. Gund was an avid art collector, with his collections concentrating 
on Japanese (Muromachi period) and Northwest Coast Indian Art. 
He was also a member of the Board of Trustees of the Cleveland 
Museum of Art. 

He was the former owner of the San Jose Sharks hockey team, a 
former majority owner of the Cleveland Cavaliers basketball team, 
and was involved with several other NHL teams over the past 30-i- 
years. He also served on the board of the USA Hockey Foundation 
and was a member of the USA Hockey International Council. 



In the 1970s, Mr. Gund began importing and distributing Eastern 
European films and encouraging independent film production in 
the US. In addition to being longtime chair of the San Erancisco 
Eilm Society, he was a founder of the Cleveland Cinematique, and a 
board member of the Cleveland Eilm Eestival. He was a trustee of the

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The Transitional 8 Reales of Philip V 
Struck at the Mexico City Mint 

1732-1734

The Mexico City Mint underwent dramatic changes during the early 1730s. The introduction of new mint- 
ing equipment and gradual phasing out of older coining methods resulted in a transitional period, when 
numerous different coinage types and varieties were produced. The numismatic items recovered from contem- 
porary shipwrecks such as the Rooswijk, Hollandia, Reijgersdaal and 1733 Plate Fleet have greatly expanded 
our understanding of the matter. The David Gray collection provides further insight into the mechanization of 
the mint and chronology of coinage in this period. Mr. Gray focused heavily on the Mexican coinage during 
the 1732-1734 transition period, meticulously collecting for more than two decades. The collection offers a 
rare opportunity for Mexican numismatists to study and better understand this series of coins and how they 
were produced. 

In 1536 the Mexico City Mint became the first mint to produce coins in the New World. Initially the mint 
hammered coins by hand, a method that remained in use until it was eventually phased out by the screw press 
some time in 1733. A royal decree was issued on June 9, 1728, authorizing the Mexico City Mint to strike new 
milled coinage {Pradeau, pg.53). This set in motion a series of events that would drastically change and mod- 
ernize the mint. 

1 . Patterns for the new milled coinage (or “Pillar Dollar” as they are often called) dated 
1729 were struck at the Madrid Mint in Spain. An example can be seen on pg.x in the 
introduction to Frank Gilboy s book “The Milled Columnarios of Central and South 
America”. These were shipped to the New World mints as samples of the new coin- 
age type. One such example is housed in the Mexico City Mint Museums collection. 

2. New minting equipment was imported from Spain, mechanizing the mint with state- 
of-the-art machinery. 

• Screw presses to more efficiently strike coins. 

• Mule-powered roller presses for flattening silver into sheets used in the pro- 
duction of coin planchets. 

• Cylindrical punches for the cutting of planchets from sheets of metal. 

• Edge milling machinery enabling coins to be produced with an ornamented 
edge, protecting them from clipping and counterfeiting. 

After the arrival of the new equipment, the first milled coins or “Pillar Dollars” were struck on March 29, 
1732 (Pradeau, pg.53). Prior to this the mint had hammered coins by hand, resulting in pieces known as “cobs”. 
Although the origin of the term “cob” is uncertain, it is most likely an abbreviation derived from the Spanish 
term “cabo de barra,” meaning end of the bar. This name refers to the planchets method of manufacture — 
cobs were hand struck on crude planchets that were cut from the end of a silver bar. During 1732, production 
continued for “Cobs” and commenced for the first “Milled” coinage.

In the following year, 1733, the mint produced more different types and varieties of 8 Reales than in any 
other single year. Four major different types of 8 Reales were produced: Cobs, Cobs struck with “Klippe” dies, 
Klippes and the Milled “Pillar Dollars” Examples of the four major types can be seen in Fig.2. Of the four 
major types there are multiple varieties for each type, most of which are listed below. This year marks the final 
year of production of the “Cob” coinage.

There were two major types of 8 Reales struck in 1734, Klippes and Milled “Pillar Dollars” This year marks 
the second and final year of the “Klippe” coinage. Clearly they were only struck for a portion of the year until 
they were completely phased out by the Milled “Pillar Dollar” The majority of 1734 “Klippes” were struck from 
recut dies of the previous year, 1733. This would indicate a smaller number of dies were manufactured with the 
intent to strike coins. The 1734 Milled “Pillar Dollar” remains fairly common in comparison to the “Klippes”. 
This reflects the fact that the striking of “Klippe” coinage was temporary until Milled “Pillar Dollar” produc- 
tion was successfully in full effect.

Production of ‘"Klippe” Coinage 

Although little is published about how “Klippes” were produced, much can be learned through examination 
of the coins. For instance, all “Klippes” were struck with aligned dies set at a fixed axis, including the Cobs 
struck with Klippe dies. The vast majority of coins examined have a medallic die axis, a small portion of them 
have coin die axis and a minute number have a slightly rotated medallic die axis. This information tells us that 
all Klippes, including the ones struck on Cob planchets, were in fact machine struck. The planchets for the 
1733 transitional coins, or Cobs struck with Klippe dies, were produced in the same manner as traditional 
cobs. Klippe planchets however were produced differently, first by rolling or flattening silver into a sheet us- 
ing a mule-powered roller press. Planchets were then cut from the sheet and weighed. If needed, adjustment 
cuts or clips were made until the planchet was of the correct weight standard. The coin pictured in Fig.4 is an 
example of how planchets were cut from sheets. Note the coin has two opposing edges at the top and bottom 
showing signs of stress cracks or edge splits (Fig.4.1). These represent the original edges from the sheet of silver 
from which the planchet was cut. This coin also contains two opposing cut edges at left and right, showing 
evidence of shear marks (Fig.4.2). These marks show where the initial cuts were made creating the planchet. 
Adjustment cuts were then made in the corners until the planchet was of the correct weight standard (Fig.4.3). 
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The exact reason the mint produced Cobs, Klippes and Milled coinage between 1732 and 1734 seems to be 
unknown. Its probable that the mint encountered multiple problems that played a large role in this strange 
occurrence. In a 1987 American Numismatic Association, Numismatic Theatre lecture, Clyde Hubbard cited 
an original 18th century mint manuscript reporting that three new screw presses, along with other equipment 
in route from Spain to Veracruz, Mexico, were lost when the ship carrying them sank off the coast of Little 
Cayman Island. The lack of essential equipment, combined with the time needed to properly train personnel 
on new minting machinery resulted in the production of several new and fascinating transitional issues dur- 
ing this period. Both state-of-the-art and antiquated minting machinery were in operation simultaneously, 
which resulted in the production of several new coinage types unique to this period of Mexican numismatics. 
In 1734 the mint discontinued the production of the short-lived Klippes and converted solely to the striking 
of milled “Pillar Dollars”.

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Terms & Conditions 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”). Bidding in this Auction 
Sale constitutes acceptance by you (“Bidder”) of all the Terms of Sale stated herein.

made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com- 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stacks Bowers.
